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DETAILED ACTION 

Per Applicant's Request for Continued Examination 

Claims 1-38 have been canceled. 
Claims 39 and 46 have been amended. 
Claims 39-54 are pending. 

Per Examiner's Amendment 

Claim 46 has been amended. 

Claims 39-54 are allowed . 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

I. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 3/21/2011 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

II. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks filed on 3/21/2011, with respect to claims 39-54 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 USC 103(a) rejections of claims 39-54 
have been withdrawn.

Reasons for Allowance 

IV. This communication warrants no Examiner's reason for allowance, as Applicant's 
arguments (filed in Applicant's Remarks on 3/21/2011) make evident the reason for allowance, 
satisfying the record as whole as required by rule 37 CFR 1.104 (e). In this case, the substance of 
Applicant's remarks with respect to the claimed limitations, specifically, "wherein when the 
controller generates the pseudo-live performance by mixing content, actions of the control 
comprise providing a translation of at least a portion of the pseudo-live performance in a 
different language", sufficiently present the reasons claims are patentable over the prior art of 
record. Thus, the reason for allowance is in all probability evident from the record and no 
statement of an Examiner's reason for allowance is necessary (see MPEP 13202.14). 

The claimed invention is not specifically disclosed or remotely suggested in the prior art 
of record. A review of 39-54 in view of the Examiner's remarks above, indicates that Claims 39- 
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54 are allowable over the prior art of record. Any comments considered necessary by Applicant 
must be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, 
should preferably accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled
